The water U cold and clear and 
tastes all rftht, but if allowed to 
stand an hour or so it is covered 
with a scum, and the vessel it 
stands in is covered with a red col¬ 
or like rust. Tin vessels are *.oon 
rusted aud made worthless. 

Visitors to the iron springs of 
Virginia sometimes use a water 
pitcher the whole se^on without 
washing it hi order that it ma/ ac¬ 
quire that rusty color.
